BERLIN, July 20.—Notwith- 
standing President Roosevelt's 
official assurance that the new 
Inspection lew will guarantee 
the purity of American meat 
exports, Germany will enforce 
new and more stringent reg- 
ulations after September 15, 
against imports from American 
packing-houses. 
Meat inspectors at various 
German ports have deen in- 
structed that beginning on the 
date named, they are to scruti- 
nize glands of all imported meat 
cuts for tuberculosis and if 
symptoms are discovered the 
meat is not to be permitted to 
enter. 
‘This constitutes a direct blow 
at what remains of the Ameri- 
can meat import trade in Ger- 
many as the meat comes with 
the glands removed before 
shipment, packers being unable 
to leave in the glands without 
spolling other cuts not destined 
for export. So the pieces in 
question will practically be ex- 
cluded from Germany after the 
new regulations go into force. 
The government has stopped 
the shipment of American 
canned goods to troops in 
Southwest Africa, although a 
supply until October was con- 
tracted for via the free port of

Old and New Chemistry. 

WINSLOW (Arts.) July 3, 1906.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] Please give 
“In the Earth” the relations between 
the old and new systems of che:nistry.

ANSWER.—it would require consid- 
erable space to fully reply to your 
question. The medieval alchemists 
had their “signs” (chemical short- 
hand) in many instances, representing 
the metals as of planetary and other 
origin: ex. gr.: mercury, with ite as- 
tronomical signa; gold, that of the 
sun; silver, an of the moon, ete. Their 
one great objective point was the 
transmutation of metals; in which they 
never succeeded. To them gold was 
the purest of all metals with silver a 
close second. They sought in vain for 
the “philosopher's stone” by which, if 
discovered, they hoped to convert the 
base metals into the sacred (7) gold. 
In those Dark Ages to be an alchemist 
was to be under the ban of the church 
as a devotee of black art.” and, with- 
al. to be in eague with Satan. . Har- 
pily, those ccnditions and supersti- 
tions became changed. The older 
chemistry of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries used the symbol of 
water as HO instead of H20 as now. 
Some of the points of difference be- 
tween the 911 and new chemistry and 
the changes which have been iIntro- 
duced by the latter are: ‘‘(1.) The 
doubling of ali the atomic weights ex- 
cept those of the monad elements, and 
also of bismuth, arsenic, antimony, ni- 


compounds involving the emonad ele- 
ments are now written: ex. gr., water 
H20. “(2.) The methed of viewing the 
composition of ternary compounds— 
these being now regarded not as com- 
pounds of an oxide and a so-called 
acid, but as compounds for the most 
part of che several elemente concerned, 
and a metal in a compound is 
believed to be reniaced by another 
metal, not one oxide by another. Hence 
we say calcium carbonate, or carbon- 
ate of calcium instead of carjonate 
of time.” 

Modern chemistry and metallurgy 
have accomplished what the ancient 
alchemists failed to do. Gold can now 
be obtained from silver, but not on “a 
commercial scale!“ For the diligent 
student there is a wide field open 
wherein legitimate work will be found 
in recovering precious metals by wet 
methods, filtration, agitation and by 
the liberal use of mercury. The suc- 
cessful lixtviation of the ores of copper 
is one more great opportunity. Some 
of the difficulties to overcome are the 
proper Oslerization of traditional 
knowledge, nd the methods of many 
narrow-minded and tong-hatred scien- 
tists, which methods, with those of the 
new process faker should always be 
severely condemned,

RANGER PREVENTS BIG FIRE. 


The Flames Started at Sierra Madre

AN OLD WOMAN. 
— 
STRANGE STORY OF A MONROVIA 
| FANATIC. 


“Holy Kicker” Doesn't Die of Fast- 
ing, but Succumbs to Attack of 
Long Standing Dyspepsia—Pa- 
thetic Tale Withheld—Was a Vic- 
tim of “Faith Cure”—Tale of Even- 
ing Paper False, as Usual. 


MONROVIA, July 20.—It causes no 
surprise that a death in the house of 
fanatics whose religious emotions are 
expressed in fantastic dances and 
hysterical convulsions, broken by 4 
“babbling in strange tongues,” should 
occasion unpleasant rumors; nor does 
it cause surprise that a reporter on a 
Los Angeles evening paper should ac- 
cept these ne rumors at thelr 
face value. 

With any other paper, an investiga- 
tion might have been deemed apropos; 
but the evening rag referred to is sat- 
isfied with any old kind of a peg on 
which to hang a six-inch scare head. 

Regarding the death of Rebecca 
Wampole, of which an untruthful ver- 
sion occurs in the evening “penny ter- 
rible,” the facts in the case, ascer- 
tained at the time of the woman's 
death, July 9, are these: “The Wam- 
pole girl,” as the evening paper glibly 
calis her, was 55 years old. She came 


to Monrovia with her sister about 
June 15, 1904, to look after the “rest 
house“ of Mrs. J. Coleman, the 


high priestess of the local sect of re- 
ligious tom-toms. Both women were 
almost destitute, and the surviving 
sister is nearly blind. Both, too, were 
women of education and refinement, 
who had ¢@hffered a loss of all their 
property late in life. Though both 
broken-hearted, 
they took up their burdens with in- 
domitadle pluck, and did whatever 
their hands found for them to do. 

Respect and consideration for the 
poor, shattered woman who survives 
have heretofcre caused those concerned 
to withold the facts from publicity. 

Their story is as follows: The at- 
tending physician states that he was 
called to see the woman shortly after 
her arrival in Monrovia. 

“I found her suffering from an acute 
attack of chronic dyspepsia 
standing,” he says. “She professed to 
believe in ‘faith cure,’ but she told me 
of many treatments which she had 
taken in past years. She took my 
medicines, and improved slightly. Un- 
til my partner summoned in my 
absence, nothing more was heard 
from her.” 

Here the younger member of the 
firm takes up the narrative. “She was 
very sick and could retain nothing on 
her stomach,” says the latter, de- 
spite her faith-cure theories. She will- 
ingly permitted me to give her h 
dermic injections, and to care for her 
until the end came.

Nearly 
$40,000 a year is realized from the sale 
of the waste paper, consisting princi- 
pally of sheets spoiled in the varied 
processes of manufacture. The big 
printery is well equipped with mechan- 
ical testers, in addition to the experts 
employed in the paper warehouse. The
